Church  Planting  and  Reformation  in  Cagayan  de  Oro

evangelistic  Bible  studies  are  held  in  a  total  of  three  (3)  sites. 

Bible  Training  Program  Expands  Nationwide

with  three  (3)  pastors  and  three  (3)  pastors-to-be  advancing  in 
the  study  of  the  Gospel  According  to  Matthew,  the  Christian 
Faith,  In-depth  Studies  on  Grace  and  Salvation,  and 
Systematic  Theology. 

Moreover,  I  conduct  quarterly  modular  classes  in  Manila, 
Bulacan,  Pampanga,  Isabela,  Davao  del  Norte  and 
Compostela  Valley.  Last  June,  I  conducted  Part  2  of  our 
program  in  three  (3)  provinces  in  Luzon.  It  is  a  joy  to  see 
pastors  and  believers  nourished,  enriched,  fortified  and 
equipped  by  God's  word.  Lord  willing  and  providing,  I  will 
conduct  training  classes  in  Davao  del  Norte  and  Compostela 
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From  top:  Kagay-an  Reformed  Church  and  our 
mission  post  in  the  Indahag  relocation  site. 
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Valley  next  month  (September).  In  Luzon,  my  next  north-to-south 
Bible  Training  and  Mission  Tour  is  scheduled  in  October. 

Our  vision  and  prayer  is,  Lord  willing  and  working,  for  our  training 
program  to  lead  to  growth  in  faith  and  life  in  existing  churches  and 
the  planting  of  new  congregations,  resulting  in  the  spread  of  the 
gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  all  over  our  country.

In  Cavite,  we  conducted  a  worship  service  in  my 
mother-in-law's  house.  Since  then  my  wife  and  I  have  become  deeply 
burdened  by  our  parents,  siblings  and  loved  ones'  need  for  faithful 
gospel  preaching  and  Biblical  teaching.  Lord  willing  and  providing, 
we  hope  to  conduct  more  visits  and  worship  services  with  our 
families,  relatives  and  friends  in  Manila  and  Luzon.
